Seventh and Eizht , Planted with {ma!l Chambers and other ſmall Pieces 
ere&', and very thick one by another, 

g9th.:o. 11 and12th. Were turniſhed with Sky-Rockets and many other 
Curiofities for ſpringing up a vaſt height in the Air in divers Figures, and 
done with that extraordinary Art. as theived the greatneſs cf the Deſigner, 
each having private receptacles for Fire-warks to ſupply as theothers burnt off. 

Th- 13, 14. and 15, Were alſo furniſhed with other Combuſtible Com- 
poſitions for turniſhing the whole as occaſton offer'd, 

A bour 40 gieat pieces of Piles were drove in at a competent diſtance one 
from another, and whole pieces of Firr Timber faſtned from Pile to Pile 
made a Line Round them, and kept all Boats coming in to avoid contuſion 
and accidents which attend ſuch mighty confluences of People. 

T hus every thing being prepared, and the Men poſted in their proper 
Nations, the ſeveral Water Pageants wete placed in a Line before Whites 
Hall, thoſe with the Pyramids and Figures in the Centre, 

About Nine at Night the Engineers began, aud firſt . fired the Sun, the 
Imperial Crown, the Cypher ot the King and Queens Names, and the Let- 
rers which Compoſed the ſeveral Mottos, with other ornamental things 
abou: the Figures and Pyramids; all which was compoſed of Iron Work 
with Wire, which when on Fire was curious, and ſeemed as flaming Iron 
fora long time glowing, the Sun in the like manner appeared as glorious 
aS at noon-day, and the Crown as a body of Fire ſo formed, which while 
the numerous SpeRators with admiration beheld, they were ſurpriſed with 
Fire-works in - Water betwixt the King and the Lighters, and thoulands 
of Rockers flying up in the Ayre a prodigious height, beginning and ending 
in different Figures, and ſuch continued Firings like great Guns, as it'in 
ſome' meaſure, for Fire , Smoke, and Noiſe, repreſented a Sea Fight, Thus 
were their Majeſties, &c, tor more than an honr diverted even to aſtoniſh.. 
ment as well as delight, which was concluded with the continued Shouts 
and Huzzas of thc People, and the great Guns at the Tower; of all which 
go doubt a large Account will be given to the World. 
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
